DEPARTMEN SHOWN 


Unusual strides made in the development of the Santa 
Ana fire department during the year 1929 are noted in the 
annual report of Fire Chief John Luxembourger, and in an out­ 
line of the findings of the National Board of Fire Underwriters 
in a survey made here last year. 
Th© department ha* grown 
in lan d a conviction gained. 
leaps and bounds during the past 
12 months, keeping pace with San­ 
ta Ana’s ever Increasing growth. 
The report «hows a new station, 
used as headquarters; a new 600- 
gallou engine, and addition of eight 
new men to the departm ent dur­ 
ing the past 
year. 
Other 
new 
equipment added during the past 
year 
include* 
a 
new 
Inhalator; 
1000 feet of hose and several new 
piece* 
for 
the 
salvage 
depart­ 
ments. 
W ith the new equipm ent the de­ 
partm ent is now equipped to take 
care of the same 2000 additional 
Santa Ana residents 
who 
have 
moved here since the last census 
wa* taken. 
Perm its issued by the 
building inspector for 
th© 
year 
show that $1,812,26$ worth of build­ 
ings were erected in Santa Ana 
during the past year, which means 
that there is now over $2,000,000 
more property to be protected over 
last year. 
Chief Luxembourger is particu­ 
larly proud of 
the 
departm ent’s 
work for the past year, as la shown 
in the yearly fire loss rep o rt The 
per capita loss for the year was 
only 80 cents as compared with 
an average of $1.8$ over the period 
of the past five year*. 
"I would like to emphasise this 
point, «s the N ational Board con­ 
siders $1.86 a very low figure. This 
figure (.80) will indicate that the 
fir© department has met with suc­ 
cess In it* effort* to hold th* an­ 
nual fire loss to a minimum,’’ he 
auld.

One of the new features of the 
modern 
Santa

ment is the thorough Investiga­ 
tion of every fire reported, re­ 
gardless of how small It might be.

FILLMORE co m r SPEAKS OU 
BENEFITS FROM PROHIBITION 


Following is the text of an address delivered this afternoon 


over Radio Station KREG as part of the Women’s Christian Tem­ 
perance Union program commemorating the tenth birth anniversary 


of the eighteenth amendment: 
Ladies of the Women s Christian Temperance Union 
"The world do move." Let 
me tell you a little about our 
village saloon of long ago. 
It 
wa* a nice looking place. 
Two 
great willow trees 
were 
in 
front, a garden on one side 
with lilac bushes 
and cherry- 
trees and near by 
an 
apple 
orchard. 
The saloon had a shed 
near it to shelter horses from 
cold in 
winter 
and 
heat 
in 
summer. 
Our village minister, 
whose home was several miles 
away, put his horse under the 
shed 
every 
Sunday 
morning, 
but I never saw him enter the 
saloon. 
While in outward ap­ 
pearance our saloon was not 
noticeably different from other 
buildings 
in 
our 
village, it 
seemed to have something of 
ill repute, of danger, of evil 


about 
it, I sensed as a child, 
without understanding the reason. 
A 
few drinking men spent much of their time there, a larger 
number occasionally, on holidays, election times and when there 
were shooting matches near it. 
The women and children of our 
village and the men who were careful of their reputations, never 


went into it. 
Unhappy Stories 
Our village saloon was connected with unhappy stories, with 
miserable, wasted lives. 
I knew a bright, capable boy who began 
drinking in it, who lost an important business position given him, 
ost his usefulness, lost his respectability and later lost his ability 
to care for his wife and children. 
I saw often an insane man whose mental disease was connected 
with our saloon. 
I saw two women of ill repute who lived at a 
distance from our little town, who sometimes went to our saloon 
and became drunk. 
They were the only people of their sex that 
I ever saw enter it. 
I saw a wife and her two children waiting at 
the door of their little home, waiting for the arrival of the husband 
and father coming back after service in the Civil war. 
Their smiles 
and happiness was turned into sorrow and crying when he came to 
them drunk, a red face, slobbering drunkard. 
He had stopped on 
his way home at the saloon. 
There lingers in my memory a wretched sight of long ago. 
I 
saw a man dying, dying on a poor bed in the most miserable home 
in our village. 
He had been wealthy, prosperous, had owned land 
and orchards, had been prominent, influential. 
Our village saloon 
took his orchards, all his property, the respect of all who knew him 
and finally his life. 
His death bed I shall never forget. 
Recognized Eril 
Our saloon became a recognized evil. 
Thirty years before the 
18th amendment wa? adopted, two good women who cared for 
the welfare of our village, and who had available money, bought 
the saloon property and closed it, we believe, forever. 
Only a few unweaned drunkards seemed to regret. 
Thirty years 
ago, Newark, eight miles from our village, was a busy manufactur 
ing city. 
Its most prosperous, most profitable business was brew­ 
ing. 
A dozen big breweries supplied its eight hundred saloons and 
sold part of their beer to Jersey City and New ^ork saloons. 
Truces loaded with beer were in constant evidence. 
One day I 
counted fifty-five big truck loads of beer passing within twenty- 
minutes. where I stood. 
The brewers lived in palatial mansions. 
One of them expended 
a hundred thousand dollars upon a monument to decorate his burial 
plot. 
One day I was near the paupers’ grave yard of the city and 
was told that most of the graves were those of the customers of 
the saloons of the city. 
One day I saw a lot of furniture lying in one of the streets 
of the city and a woman and children crying near it. 
Having spare 
time I investigated and found that the husband and father was one 
of the beer drinkers of the city, that his rent was unpaid and his 
family had been evicted. 
The brewers and saloon keepers controlled the governmental 
affairs of the city. 
It was seldom that any man unsatisfactory to 
them was ever elected to any important position. 
One of the richest brewers became influential in the politics of 
our state and wa* elevated to a high position. 
A great crowd 
gathered in front of his mansion to serenade and congratulate him. 
His speech on this occasion was a model of brevity and added to 
his reputation. 
He said: 
"I thank you for this honor that you 
do me. 
What will you have to drink?" 
Place in Politics 
The saloons of our city were busy places at primary and elec­ 
tion times. 
Politicians seeking election went the rounds of their 
districts, treated all the drinkers present, would leave a little money 
with the barkeepers and appeal for their aid. 
An ambitious young lawyer with whom I was acquainted decided 
to try to be elected to our legislature. 
He started one afternoon 
to visit, drink a little and win the aid of the seventy saloons in his 
district. 
He tried to drink carefully, but before he had completed 
his trip he was helpless. 
He was sent home in a hack and his 
political ambition ended. 
Men of high character were usually un­ 
willing to seek political distinction by beer saloon aid. 
As a step toward reform a law was enacted that all saloons 
should be closed election days. 
It was not entirely successful. The 
frort doors were locked, but the side doors were usually open. 
Newark with its large proportion of foreign population and with 
its public opinion hurtfully influenced by brewers’ wealth, has been 
a difficult field for temperance reform, but war time prohibition and 
the 18th amendment became turning points in the history of the 
city. 
No more palatial mansions or costly monuments are being 
erected by brewers and fewer drinkers are being buried in the city 
Potters’ field. 
Siw w i Progress 
In no other IO years of the 270 of the city’s history has it gone 
forward as in the last ten. 
In wealth, in prosperity, in savings- 
bank deposits, in happy homes, its advance has been marvelous 
It has dug a ship canal to the Atlantic and become an ocean sea 
port. 
The output of its manufacturing industries now amounts to 
$500,000,000 annually. 
Its goods are now going to all parts of 
the world.

receiving sets than the radio co r­ 
poration w as m aking on its own 
sets. he declared. 
R eferring to the 
licence charge of 7^9 per cent, he 
said there would be nothing Illegal 
in requiring a fee of 15 per cent 
on 
the radio chassis alone and 
nothing on the cabinet th at houees 
the chassis, but th at the corpora­ 
tion regarded it «s m ore equitable 
to charge the lower rate on a com ­ 
plete instrum ent rath er th an the 
higher rate on a part of IL 
"T he m an who puts th a t chassis 
into a $150 cabinet is in th a t b usi­ 
ness because we have given him a 
license to use our patents," Mr. 
S arnoff testified. 
"H e is selling

the custom er.

determ ines the purchase a lto g e th ­ 
er,

women.

COILS M EN IS 
SUBJECT FOH 
m o LESSON 


By J. E. Anderson and Herman 
Barnard 


The colla used in radio are of 
four 
principal 
types: 
radio fre ­ 
quency, audio frequency and power 
transform ers, and choke coils. 
The radio frequency tran sfo rm ­ 
ers usually have an a ir core, th at 
Is, are wound on a form w ith no 
lam inations. 
The audio frequency 
and 
power 
tran sfo rm ers 
alw ays 
have lam inations. 
R adio frequency 
choke colls have an a ir core, while 
audio frequency choke colla have 
an iron or other m etal core. 
T he radio frequency transform 
er is fairly well standardised now 
as one wound on a circular tu b ­ 
ing. 
T his form of coll Is called 
a solenoid. 
T here a re usually two 
w indings, a prim ary and a sec­ 
ondary. 
If used as an interstage 
coil, then the p rim ary is in the 
plate circuit, connected from plate 
to B plus, and the secondary Is In 
the grid circuit of the succeeding 
tube. 
Sometime* a center ta p ie pro­ 
vided on prim ary or secondary for 
connection of a n eutralising con­ 
denser, or other tap s are put on. 
to enable use of only part of the 
w inding. 
This m u lti-ta p method 
of obtaining various values of in ­ 
ductance Is not a good one, as the 
unused p art of th e coil adds re ­ 
sistance, hence Inflicts a loss. The 
unused 
part 
of 
the 
w inding 
Is 
called the dead one. 
Third W inding 
Also, some coils 
have a third 
winding, either fixed or movable, 
usually for connection In the plate 
circuit of the sam e tube as the 
grid winding Is connected to, and 
th is third w inding, 
If used 
that 
w ay for regenerative purposes, is 
called a tickler. 
If It Is connected 
In reverse phase, to produce dam p­ 
ing Instead of regeneration, then 
It 
Is 
called 
a 
reverse 
feedback 
winding. 
Besides, there sr# several spe­ 
cial 
form# of solenoid 
windings, 
Including one In which a moving 
coil inside is connected in series 
w ith a fixed w inding on a separate 
outside form, the total co n stitu t­ 
ing the tuned circuit w hen a con­ 
denser is placed 
across the ex ­ 
trem e 
term inals. 
T he 
condenser 
sh aft and the m oving coil shaft are 
linked 
by a coupling device, 
so 
th a t the sam e m otion tu rn s both. 
T he moving coil acts as a v ari­ 
om eter, or varying Inductance, be­ 
cause a t one extrem e position It 
fully aids the fixed p a rt of the 
secondary, a t rig h t angles It acts 
as lf it were a fixed coil, w hereas 
when moved past the m iddle posl-

Besides, a transform er 
m ay he m ade for other voltages 
and frequencies, hut special con­ 
struction 
is 
necessary 
to

For 40 cycles, 
for instance, the w ire should he

m ore su b stan tial as well, w hile for 
25 cycles, fu rth er increase In the

C ondensers are fxied or variable. 
If fixed, they have a rated capa­

voltage differs for alternating and 
direct current.

dielectric, but it la too expensive 
to

Low voltage fixed condensers of 
the electrolytic type are used in 
large capacities

These condensers have a paste in­ 
side and are called dry condensers 
Other 
fixed condensers 
for 
high 
voltage and relatively high cap a­ 
city have a liquid Inside, and are 
called wet. 
Hence one type has a 
moist electrolyte, although 
called 
a dry condenser, and the other has 
a liquid electrolyte.

repre­ 
sented by two parallel lines, the 
variable condenser by two parallel 
lines with an arrow through them, 
or one simple line with a p a r a lle l 
or nearly tangent line constitut­ 
ing an arrow.

Data on Resistors 
Resistors are fixed or variable. 


The voltage drop across a given 
resistor is proportional to the cu r­ 
rent flowing through the resistor, 
therefore the rating of the resistor 
depends essentially on the current. 
Once the cu rren t is known, since 
th? resistance value is known, the 
voltage is com putable: 
it is the 
product of the cu rren t in am peres 
and the resistance in ohms. 
The usual 
way of 
ratin g 
re ­ 
sistors Is in w atts. 
A w att is the 
product of the current in am peres 
and the voltage. 
It is good prac­ 
tice to use resistors a t values not 
exceeding one-half of their com ­ 
mercial wattage rating. 
The resistor family likewise is 
segregated 
as 
to 
its 
working 
strength. 
The adjustable types of resistors 
are the rheostat, which has two 
effective 
terminals, 
and 
provides 
a different 
voltage across 
those 
terminals as the arm is moved, or 
a 
potentiometer, 
which 
ha* 
the 
same voltage across its terminals 
all the time but permits taking off 
as much of the total drop a s de­ 
sired, by rotation of the arm. 
The rheostat arm is connected to 
one of ifs two terminals as part 
of the construction of the device 
at the factory. 
The arm is con­ 
nected to the center terminal of a 
potentiometer. 
A resistor may have several taps 
for affording fixed values of dif­ 
ferent voltages, or there may be 
sliders to permit variation of the 
voltages 
derived 
from 
the 
taps. 
Such a resistor, of either type, Is 
; most frequently found at the out­ 
put of a B supply or eliminator, 
; and is called a voltage divider.

TENTH BIRTHDAY OF PROHIBITION 


Today i> the tenth anniversary of national 
prohibition in the United States. 
A decade ago 
the Eighteenth Amendment to the Constitution 
and the Volstead Act went into effect. 
At that 


j with almost unlimited funds can and do pre- 
j sent the case of the producers by means inno- 
: cent and otherwise, while the great body of 
I consumers without powerful organization must 
depend on the good judgment and integrity 
of the members of the House and Senate. 
The 
only weapon of defense is the possible political 
retirement of these same members to private 
life. 
A tariff is protective only to the extent it 
prevents importation and if there is no impor­ 
tation there is no revenue to the government, 
hence any increase in receipts by producers is 
paid 
by consumers without 
the government 
time there were 240.000 saloon keepers with 
their bartenders operating in tile “wet” states!benefitting. 
It is a subsidy paid by users wholly 
and “wet” cities of our country. 
There were 
breweries in all of the large cities and many 
breweries in some of them, and big distilleries 
manufacturing alcohol for beverage purposes in 
vast quantities. 
Police courts even in the small cities were 
loaded with cases due to drunkenness; fights 
and brawls were innumerable; and in every 
large city of America drunk men could be 
found staggering home late at night penniless 
and ugly to defenseless wives and children. 
In 
many cities of the land there were institutions 
known as drunk-cure institutions, the most not­ 
ed of which was founded bv Dr. Keeley and 
known as the Keeley Institutes. 
While the per capita drink of the nation had 
decreased because of the number of states that 
had adopted state wide prohibition, yet the 
consumption in the wet States per capita had 
increased as the 
total consumption 
had not 
decreased very greatly. 
In law observance and 
law enforcement there was a similar contest be­ 
ing carried on as there is today. 
The boot­ 
legger and speakeasy were being fought in the 
“dry” villages and “dry” towns and in the 
“dry” states, but the economic and social con­ 
ditions were found to be so much better in 
those communities and states when 'compared 
with the “wet” states that 
these 
difficulties 
were slight compared with liquor conditions. 
The conclusion as to the truth of this had 
been reached in many towns and villages and 


for the benefit of producers. 
The tariff would be a tax upon a necessity 
of life and would fall with greatest force upon 
the poor. 
Those with very limited incomes use 
of any necessity a much larger quantity in 
proportion to their incomes than do the rich, 
and hence would bear a much greater burden. 
We hold no brief for the Cuban sugar plant­ 
ers nor for the syndicates engaged in produc­ 
ing sugar in Cuba, but morally we do hold a 
brief for the general public in matters of this 
kind. 


“THE HIGHER LAWLESSNESS" 


Nicholas Murray Butler, the President of the 
Columbia University, has suggested the virtue 
of a “higher lawlessness” in defying the pro­ 
hibition law. 
Perhaps he would justify it on 
the basis of the defiance of the Fugitive Slave 
Law. 
He believes that there is no obligation 
to obey an unjust law. 
There is some plausibility in the position ta­ 
ken by the opponents of the prohibition law. Rut 
it takes very little reasoning to show that the 
prohibition law is not an infringement of hu­ 
man rights. 
It was not imposed upon the ma­ 
jority by an aggressive minority. 
If anything 
has been proven by a number of elections it is 
that a large majority of tile people of this 
country is in favor of the present prohibitory 
cities bv a continued process of experiment. On law. 
The last election came very near being 
the first voting a town would possibly go “wet. 
As more agitation on the next vote it might 
go slightly “dry.” 
Then the legalized saloon 
would be eliminated. 
There would be a fight 
on possibly for two years during the period for 
which the law went into effect, when another 
vote would be taken. 
Then it would frequently 
go “wet” again, and the people had an oppor­ 
tunity to almost instantly contrast the one con­ 
dition with the other. 
On the next vote as a 
rule, it would go overwhelmingly “dry,” and 
thereafter become drier with each passing year. 
We are not speaking here from our imagina­ 
tion, we are speaking from years of recollec­ 
tion and knowledge and exjierience. 
During 
that period every argument that is now set forth 
on the liquor question was raised and tested 
in the crucible of experience. 
That was the 
condition which existed ten years ago. 
Today the breweries of the country have been 
turned into manufacturing establishments, most 
of them doing a business which is contributing 
to public welfare. 
The 2 4 0 ,0 0 0 dram shops 
were closed and while some of them still con­ 
tinue to be “soft-drink” emporiums, under the 
guise of which they are selling strong drink, 
undoubtedly 90 per cent of the places in the 
country that were formerly used as liquor shops 
are today being used as places of legitimate 
and valuable trade. 
Police courts in many of 
our cities which were busy every morning have 
now a clear docket, or only a fraction of the 
numl>er of their former cases. 
Workhouses which were formerly loaded with 
men serving sentences for misdemeanors com­ 
mitted under the influence of liquor are in 
many cases empty or changed to offices, as we 
noted one was in Cincinnati some years ago. 
The Keeley drink-cure institutions have all dis­ 
appeared, and we believe it is the consensus 
of opinion of the great mass of the people and 
practically all those who are friendly to the 
law that the conditions are infinitely better than 
they were ten years ago. 
The problem which confronts the nation now 
is a problem of law defiance, and the j>eople 
of the nation have finally at the end of this 
ten-year period met that challenge of law viola­ 
tion with the election of a man as chief execu­ 
tive of the nation who takes the matter serious­ 
ly, and in consequence of which for the first 
time since prohibition was made effective are 
the resources of the government and the de­ 
termination of the chief executive united to up­ 
hold the honor and the dignity of our Constitu­ 
tion and law. 
Therefore, at the close of this 
decade and the beginning of the second one, 
we can believe that we have made all the 
progress which we could reasonably have hop­ 
ed to make. 
With the character of the man at the head 
of the nation, with his efficiency and determina­ 
tion, with a sober people behind him, with a 
complex industrial life demanding more than 
ever a clear brain and steady hand, we can be 
sure that the next decade will see this final 
act of observance and the enforcement of law 
more completely carried out.

President Butler and his associates have a 
perfect right to work for the repeal of the 
“dry” laws. 
They take a most dangerous posi­ 
tion when they encourage a minority of the 
people to nullify a law to which the majority 
is clearly committed.

largely from financial methods deliberately devised by man. 
Fortunately, methods devised by man can be improved by 
man. 
The ingenuity of man substituted money for barter.

the ingenuity of man can now devise means of supplying a flow 
of money to consumers which, after providing for savings, will be 
equal to the flow of finished goods. 
That means Prosperity. 
A business depression, caught in that 
sort of flow, will throw up its hands and sink without a struggle. 
No “ act of God" is responsible for panics.
